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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  Department  on  Jan.  14,  1971  announced  that  raw  sugar  under 
set-aside  agreements  for  importation  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1971  may  be  authorized  for  entry  prior  to  April  1  for  refining  and 
storage  at  North  of  Hatteras  refineries.  On  Jan.  19,  1971  the  De- 
partment approved  applications  for  the  importation  from  22  foreign 
countries  of  1,411,865  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw  sugar  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1971.  The  press  releases  accompanying  the  two 
actions  have  been  reproduced  beginning  on  page  ]  i  together  with  the 
quantities  of  sugar  requested  and  approved  for  second  quarter  impor- 
tation by  individual  countries. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all 
primary  distributors  as  of  Jan.  2,  1971  amounted  to  2,761,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  about 
38,000  tons  less  than  at  year-end  1969  and  559,000  tons  more  than 
at  the  end  of  November  1970.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  totaled  1,068,000  tons,  up  104,000  tons  from  year  end 
1969  and  up  162,000  tons  from  the  end  of  November  1970.  Beet  proc- 
essors' stocks  of  1,348,000  tons  were  66,000  tons  less  than  last 
year  but  191,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  during  December  for 
consumption  in  the  continental  United  States  totaled  1,043,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was 
221,000  tons  more  than  in  November  and  124,000  tons  more  than  in 
December  of  last  year.  The  December  deliveries,  which  included 
about  170,000  tons  of  constructive  deliveries  (sugar  sold  and 
charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  for  physical  delivery  during 
January  and  February  1971)  brought  the  total  reported  distribution 
for  calendar  year  1970  to  a  record  11,317,000  tons,  or  662,000  tons 
more  than  reported  during  calendar  year  1969. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  States 
during  the  period  January-November  1970  were  5.4  percent  above  those 
of  the  same  period  of  1969.  Increases  occurred  in  each  of  the  five 
geographical  regions.  The  North  Central  region  had  the  largest 
increase  --  8.1  percent  followed  by  the  West  up  4.6  percent, the  mid- 
Atlantic  up  4.5  percent,  the  South  up  4.2  percent  and  the  Mew 
England  region  up  1.5  percent.  Individually,  42  States  received 
more  sugar  in  the  first  11  months  of  1970  as  compared  to  those 
months  of  1969,  eight  States  received  less. 
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Announced  increases  in  either  the  quoted  or  actual  prices  for 
refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack--100-pound  paper 
bags--to  take  effect  during  January  1971  were  noted  for  the  Gulf, South- 
east and  Chicago-west  regions  during  the  period  under  review. On  Dec. 16, 
a  cane  sugar  refiner  in  the  Gulf  region  announced  he  would  accept  for- 
ward orders  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar  through  Dec.  30,  1970 
for  shipment  during  the  period  Jan.  4  through  Feb.  26,  1971  at  11.30 
cents  per  pound  or  .10  cent  below  the  current  list  price,  Since  con- 
tracts during  the  fourth  quarter  1970  were  accepted  at  prices  .25  cent 
below  list  or  at  11.15  cents  per  pound,  the  new  contract  price  re- 
presents a  price  increase  of  .15  cent  per  pound.  On  Dec.  18,  a  cane 
sugar  refiner  in  the  Southeast  announced  an  increase  of  .15  cent  per 
pound  in  the  quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar  sold  at 
wholesale,  effective  at  close  of  business  the  same  day.  However, 
provision  was  made  to  continue  to  consider  orders  at  the  pre-  advance 
prices  for  shipment  through  the  close  of  business  Jan.  8,  1971.  Other 
sellers  in  these  regions  followed  with  similar  increases. 

On  December  18,  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced  that  in  the 
Chicago-west  region,  effective  Jan.  1,  1971,  the  quoted  price  for 
industrial  grades  of  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags  would  be 
advanced  .15  cent  per  pound,  from  11.45  cents  to  11.60  cents.  Pro- 
vision was  included  to  continue  to  ship  orders  through  Jan.  15,  1971 
at  pre-advance  prices. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 
wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  by  regions.  Significant  variations  of 
actual  prices  from  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  areas  reflect- 
ing competitive  conditions.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  was  13.34  cents  per  pound  during  November,  up  from  13.22 
cents  in  October  and  from  12.48  cents  in  November  of  last  year.

During  December  the  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  de- 
livered to  New  York,  as  reported  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange,  was  quite  active.  The  quotation  started  December  at  7.75 
cents  and  by  month-end  had  reached  8.25  cents  per  pound.  For  the  month 
of  December  the  quotation  averaged  8.02  cents  per  pound  compared  with 
7.96  cents  during  November  and  7.73  cents  during  December  of  last  year. 
For  the  calendar  year  1970  the  price  averaged  8.07  cents  per  pound  com- 
pared with  7.75  cents  during  calendar  year  1969.  During  the  period 
Jan.  4-27,  1971  the  price  quotation  has  continued  strong , rising  to  8.30 
cents  on  Jan.  8,  to  8.35  cents  on  Jan.  12  and  to  8.40  cents  on  Jan.  18. 
For  the  Jan.  4-27  period  the  quotation  averaged  8.34  cents  per  pound 
compared  with  8.12  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  sugarcane  harvest  in  Louisiana  is  now  complete  and  the  final 
outturn  is  not  expected  to  exceed  602,000  tons,  raw  value.  As  of  Jan.15, 
sugar  production  in    Florida  amounted  to  slightly  more  than  313,000 
tons  with  the  crop  expected  to  reach  about  625,000  tons. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  of  the  1971  crop,  as  of  Jan.  16,  when 
three  mills  were  operating  totaled  2,159  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with 
7,794  tons  as  of  Jan.  17  last  year  when  four  mills  had  commenced  oper- 
ations . 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  quotations  of  the  spot 
price  of  World  raw  sugar  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports, 
including  Brazil,  averaged  4.16  cents  per  pound  in  December.  This  was 
down  from  4.18  cents  during  November  but  up  from  2.86  cents  in  December 
of  last  year.  The  quotation  has  exhibited  considerable  strength  since 
mid-October.  It  was  4.00  cents  per  pound  on  Oct.  19  and  has  not  been 
below  that  figure  since.  During  October  the  quotation  ranged  between 
4.01  cents  and  4.30  cents.  In  December  it  ranged  between  4.08  cents 
and  4.33  cents . 

The  quotation  has  strengthened  further  in  January  starting  the 
month  at  4.35  cents  and  rising  to  5.09  cents  per  pound  on  Jan.  18, after 
which  it  weakened  slightly  to  5.04  cents  on  Jan.  21  and  to  4.91  cents 
on  Jan.  25.  However,  on  Jan.  26,  the  quotation  rose  to  4.99  cents.  For 
the  period  Jan.  1-27  the  quotation  averaged  4.77  cents  per  pound  com- 
pared with  3.10  cents  during  that  period  of  January  1970. 

The  "spot"  quotation  for  World  sugar  sold  under  the  No. 11  Contract 
of  the  Exchange  (stowed  bulk  basis)  averaged  4.08  cents  per  pound  in 
December,  down  from  4.11  cents  in  November.  The  difference  in  the  quo- 
tations under  the  two  contracts  which  primarily  represents  the  costs  of 
bags  and  bagging  has  ranged  from  .10  cent  per  pound  in  May  1970,  when 
the  No.  11  Contract  was  first  initiated  to  eventually  replace  the  No.  8 
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Contract  to  .06  cent  in  July  and  August.  During  September,  October  and 
November  the  No.  11  Contract  averaged  ,07  cent  below  that  of  the  No. 
8  Contract  and  in  December  was  .08  cent  less. 

The  No.  8  futures  Contract  for  World  sugar  was  replaced  by  the  No. 
11  Contract  at  year  end  1970.  On  Jan.  21  the  quotations  for  the  No.  11 
Contract  ranged  from  5.00  cents  per  pound  for  delivery  of  sugar  in 
March  1971  to  4.71  cents  for  delivery  in  May  1972.  Recently,  lack  of 
interest  by  Eastern  European  beet  sugar  countries  on  bidding  for  white 
sugar  business  in  the  Middle  East,  Africa  and  Asia  has  contributed  to- 
ward strength  in  both  the  futures  and  actual  world  market  sugar  prices. 
Market  analysts  are  not  sure  of  the  reasons  for  this  situation  '  but 
speculate  that  the  1970  Eastern  sugarbeet  crop  may  have  been  •■  smaller 
than  expected,  the  1971  Cuban  sugarcane  crop  may  be  smaller  than  esti- 
mated, sugar  consumption  is  increasing  in  Communist  countries  or  mar- 
ket strategy  by  Eastern  European  beet  sugar  exporting  countries  is 
changing . 


REVIEW  OF  1970  SUGAR  SITUATION 

The  year  marked  the  introduction  of  many  sugar  containing  products 
to  replace  cyclamate  sweetened  foods  withdrawn  from  the  market. 

Work  stoppages  were  another  feature  of  the  year.  The  most  serious, 
was  at  the  California  and  Hawaiian  cane  sugar  refinery,  the  largest 
cane  sugar  refinery  in  the  United  States  and  the  only  one  on  the  West 
coast  which  was  strike  bound  from  June  1  through  Sept.  22,  1970. 

The  dislocations  resulting  from  this  strike  complicated  supply 
problems  during  the  heavy  sugar  consuming  months  of  the  year  but  all 
sugar  users  were  able  to  procure  needed  supplies.  West  Coast  beet 
sugar  processors  had  large  inventories  and  were  able  to  make  heavy  de- 
liveries during  the  summer  months  before  new  crop  sugar  became  avail- 
able. 

Del i veries 

Sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the 
Continental  United  States  during  calendar  year  1970  totaled  11,317,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  Included  in 
this  total  were  approximately  170,000  tons  of  constructive  marketings 
compared  with  40,000  tons  at  year  end  1969.  Physical  deliveries,  there- 
fore, totaled  about  11,187,000  tons,  the  largest  calendar  year  distri- 
bution of  record.  Sugar  physically  delivered  in  1970  exceeded  that  of 
1969,  the  previous  record  year  by  about  355 ,000 ■ tons . 
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Physical  deliveries  on  a  per  capita  basis  amounted  to  about  109 
pounds,  raw  value,  in  1970  compared  with  about  107  pounds  in  1969  and 
1968  and  an  average  of  103.4  pounds  in  the  preceding  10  years. In  most 
years  of  that  period,  apparent  consumption  departed  only  slightly  from 
104  pounds . 

While  physical  deliveries  totaled  11,187,000  tons,  there  was  a 
notable  divergence  between  the  rate  before  and  after  June  30.  During 
the  first  half  of  the  year,  physical  deliveries  were  at  a  seasonally 
adjusted  annual  rate  of  11.6  million  tons  while  in  the  second  half 
that  rate  was  10.8  million  tons. 

The  most  apparent  cause  for  the  disparity  was  the  fact  that  nu- 
merous sugar  containing  products  were  being  introduced  early  in  ■  the 
year  to  replace  the  cyclamate  sweetened  products  withdrawn  from  the 
market.  The  process  necessitated  creation  of  a  working  level  of 
stocks  of  the  new  products—inventories  that  will  remain  and  may  in- 
crease somewhat  as  the  demand  for  the  products  grow. 

This  stock  building  process  evidently  was  completed  by  June  30. If 
it  is  assumed  that  150,000  tons  of  sugar  were  required  for  this  pur- 
pose, then  actual  sugar  consumption  for  the  year  may  have  been  about 
11,035,000  tons  or  about  108  pounds  per  capita  --  one  pound  more  than 
in  1968  and  1969. 

Aside  from  the  inventories  of  new  products,  it  would  further 
appear  that  invisible  inventories  of  sugar  --  those  in  the  hands  of 
retailers,  wholesalers,  and  food  processors  --  expanded  somewhat 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  contracted  during  the  last  half. 

Although  reported  beet  sugar  deliveries  in  .  1970  were  about 
360,000  tons,  raw  value,  more  than  those  of  1969,  physical  deliveries 
of  3,447,000  tons,  in  1970  were  only  about  54,000  tons  more  than  in 
1969.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  deliveries  of  7,531,000  tons  were  about 
289,000  tons  above  those  of  1969,  accounting  for  more  than  80  percent 
of  the  year-to-year. increase  in  phvsical  deliveries  and  were  within 
60,000  tons  of  their  record  1968  deliveries. 

Consumption  requirements  and  quota  charges 

Sugar  requirements  of  consumers  were  initially  established  at 
10.8  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  on  Dec.  17,  1969.  On  May  8,  1970, 
requirements  were  increased  200,000  tons,  on  June  5  an  additional 
100,000  tons,  on  June  19  another  100,000  tons  and  on  July  2  they  were 
increased  400,000  tons  to  11.6  million  tons  where  they  have  remained 
for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
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During  the  year,  deficits  totaling  850,127  tons  from  the  basic 
quotas  of  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands,  Peru,  Panama  and  Haiti  were 
declared  and  allocated:  175,000  tons  to  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines,  40,000  tons  by  Presidential  .  Action  to  the  Dominican 
Republic  and  635,127  tons,  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  formula, to 
those  Western  Hemisphere  countries  (including  the  Dominican  Republic) 
able  to  supply  additional  sugar. 

The  quota  for  Hawaii  was  reduced  4,514  tons  on  the  basis  of  final 
data  for  the  production  and  marketing  of  sugar  in  1969  and  this  quan- 
tity was  prorated  to  foreign  countries. 

Based  on  preliminary  information,  quota  charges  during  1970 
totaled  11,561,000  tons.  About  half  of  the  shortfall  (20,000  tons)was 
in  the  sugarbeet  area  quota. 

With  quota  charges  of  11,561,000  tons  and  deliveries  of  11,317,000 
tons,  the  difference  of  about  244,000  tons  minus  about  60,000  tons  lost 
in  the  refining  process  resulted  in  an  increase  of  about  191,000  tons 
in  quota  stocks  held  by  refiners  at  year-end  1970,  but  a  decline  of 
7,000  tons  in  importers'  stocks. 

Prices 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  New  York,  during 
1970  averaged  8.02  cents  per  pound,  up  4.1  percent  from  the  average 
for  1969.  The  1969  and  1968  average  prices  for  the  year  were  3.1  per- 
cent and  3.3  percent  higher,  respectively,  than  the  prior  years.  The 
lowest  price  during  1970  was  7.75  cents  for  the  period  Nov.  11-Dec.  7 
and  the  highest  8.27  cents  during  the  period  May  14-20. 

The  pattern  of  raw  sugar  prices  during  1970  exhibited  a  denarture 

from  that  of  recent  years.  The  price  followed  a  .     "declining  trend 

through  April;    was  much  stronger  during  May  through  October,  the 

period  affected  by  the  West  Coast  refinery  strike;  and  for  the  first 

time  in  recent  years  declined  during  November  and  December  to  levels 

that  were  below  that  for  January.  Supplies  of  off-shore  .  raw  sugar 
came  in  in  volume  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year. 

The  weighted  average  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  in 
the  United  States  in  100-pound  bags  increased  5.8  percent  in  1970  as 
compared  with  1969.  The  largest  increase  was  in  the  Chicago-West 
region . 
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The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  five 
pound  paper  bags  was  cents  per  pound  during  calendar  year  1970, an 

increase  of  percent  over  the  1969  average.  The  price  at  the  be- 

ginning of  the  year  was  12.54  cents.  Increases  occurred  each  month 
thereafter  bringing  the  price  to  an  average  of  13.40"cents  per  pound 
for  December. 


Domestic  production 

Sugar  production  in  the  four  domestic  areas  totaled  6,325,000  tons 
during  calendar  year  1970,  or  350,000  tons  more  than  in  calendar  year 
1969.  The  two  off-shore  areas,  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  produced  less 
while  the  two  mainland  areas,  more  than  in  1969. 

Beet  sugar  production  of  3,511,000  tons  included  2,108,000  tons  of 
1970  crop  production.  During  calendar  1969  beet  sugar  production  .  had' 
been  3,246,000  tons,  including  1,986,000  tons  of  1969  crop  production. 
The  balance  of  the  1969  crop  totaling  1,403,000  tons  was  produced  in 
calendar  year  1970. 

Plantings  for  the  1970  sugarbeet  crop  were  about  1,459,000  acres, 
12  percent  less  than  the  record  plantings  of  1969.  Recent  estimates 
place  sugar  production  for  the  crop  at  about  3,325,000  tons.  The  har- 
vest of  sugarbeets  in  1970  was  about  average  although  the  outturn  in 
Arizona  was  poor  and  a  considerable  tonnage  of  beets  ■  was  lost  in 
southern  Minnesota  because  of  freezes. 

The  Jan.  1,  1971  effective  inventory  (sugar  on  hand  and  that  to  be 
processed  in  1971  from  1970  crop  sugarbeets)  of  the  domestic  beet  sugar 
industry  will  be  reduced  by  the  difference  between  the  final  1970  crop 
beet  sugar  production  and  the  3,577,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  marketed  in 
1970.. In  anticipation  of  this  situation  the  Department  announced  on 
Sept.  3,  1970  that  proportionate  shares  (acreage  allotments)  would  not 
be  established  for  the  1971  crop  of  sugarbeets. 

Calendar  year  1970  production  in  the  mainland  cane  area  totaled 
about  1,175,000  tons  or  121,000  tons  more  than  in  calendar  year  "1969. 
The  acreage  allotment  for  the  1970  crop  was  increased  11.8  percent 
above  the  1969  crop  level.  Production  of  sugar  from  the  1970  crop  is 
expected  to  be  slightly  above  the  calendar  year  .  total  or  about 
1  ,230,000--159,000  tons  more  than  the  1  ,071,000  tons  from  the  previous 
crop . 
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On  July  20,  1970,  the  Department  increased  the  acreage  allotment 
for  the  1971  crop  mainland  cane  area  15  percent  above  the  1970  crop 
level.  Although  the  1970  crop  was  larger  than  the  1969  crop , increased 
marketings  of  cane  sugar  during  1970  reduced  the  effective  inventory  on 
Jan.  1,  1971  by  about  80,000  tons  below  that  of  Jan.  1,  1970,  or  to 
about  75  percent  of  the  current  1971  marketing  quota. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  in  1970  totaled  1,162,000  tons  or  about 
30,000  tons  less  than  in  1969. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  in  1970  amounted  to  461,000  tons, 

raw  value,  down  22,000  tons  from  the  previous  year.  The  area  is  still 

plagued  by  an  extremely  low  yield  of  sugar  from  the  cane  as  well  as 
by  insufficient  workers  to  harvest  the  crop. 

World  sugar  situation 

The  price  for  World  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Caribbean  ports 

averaged  3.75  cents  per  pound  during  1970,  up  11  percent  from  the  3.37 

cents  average  for  calendar  year  1969.  The  price  began  the  year  on  a 

strong  note  averaging  3.12  cents  per  pound  in  January  1970,  up  from 

2.86  cents  in  December  1969.    The  monthly  average  price  increased  for 

each  month  thereafter  through  November  reaching  an  average  of  4.18 
cents  before  declining  to  4.16  cents  per  pound  in  December. 

In  November  1970  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Depart- 
ment estimated  that  the  1970-71  crop  of  World  sugar  would  be  a  near 
record  79,164,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  almost  equal  to  the  1 969-70 
crop  now  estimated  at  79,671  ,000  tons.  Larger  crops  in  Brazil , Mexico , 
Poland,  the  Philippines  and  the  U.S.S.R.  were  expected  to  approximately 
offset  a  smaller  Cuban  crop.  They  estimate  the  1970-71  Cuban  crop  at 
6.5  million  tons,  following  the  all-time  record  production  in  1969-70 
of  9.4  million  short  tons. 

F.  0.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician,  on  Jan.  21,  1971, 
estimated  World  sugar  production  from  the  1970-71  crop  at  73.09  million 
metric  tons  (80.57  million  short  tons)  down  from  the  1969-70  crop 
which  he  estimated  as  74.23  million  tons.  Licht  estimated  world  sugar 
consumption  for  1970-71  at  74.87  million  tons,  up  3.6  percent  from  the 
72.27  million  metric  tons  estimated  for  1969-70.  If  these  estimates 
prove  correct,  consumption  in  1970-71  would  exceed  production  and 
result  in  a  decline  in  world  stocks  of  about  1.8  million  metric  tons. 
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Licht  estimated  that  total  World  supply  (production  plus  initial 
stocks)  of  sugar  for  the  1969-70  crop  amounted  to  93.8  million  metric 
tons  or  129.7  percent  of  consumption  (72.3  million  tons).  For  197Q-71 
total  world  supplies  are  estimated  at  94.5  million  tons  or  126.1  percent 
of  consumption  at  74.9  million  tons.  Traditionally,  supplies  of  less 
than  125  percent  of  consumption  have  signalled  a  strong  market.  If  the 
estimates  prove  correct  World  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  1970-71  crop 
would  decline  to  19.6  million  tons  compared  with  21.4  million  tons  esti- 
mated at  the  end  of  1969-70. 


Another  important  factor  in  the  strengthening  of  World  prices  was 
the  International  Sugar  Agreement  of  1968.  As  in  past  agreements,  the 
price  stabilization  mechanism  consists  of  a  system  of  export  quotas, 
which  must  be  adjusted  in  response  to  sugar  price  movements  in  the  free 
market.  Export  quotas  for  the  1970  calendar  year  were  at  90  percent  of 
the  basic  export  tonnages  established  under  the  Agreement. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  in  London,  it  was  announced  on  Nov.  18, 
1970,  that  initial  1971  export  quotas  would  be  at  95  percent  of  the  basic 
export  tonnages  established  under  the  Agreement.  On  Dec.  30,  1970,  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  met  in  London  to 
review  the  market  situation  in  light  of  price  developments.  At  the  end 
of  its  session,  the  Committee  announced  that  the  normal  procedures  of  the 
Agreement  would  be  followed  and  that  export  quotas  in  view  of  the  price 
then  prevailing  would  be  fixed  at  100  percent  of  the  basic  '  export 
tonnages  at  the  beginning  of  1971. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1971  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


Entry  of  Second  Quarter  Sugar  Permitted  During  First  Quarter 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Jan.  14,  1971,  announced 
that  raw  sugar  under  set-aside  agreements  for  importation  during  the 
second  quarter  of  1971  may  be  authorized  for  entry  prior  to  April  1 
for  refining  and  storage  at  North  of  Hatteras  refineries. 

The  Department  on  Dec.  4,  1970,  announced  a  2.2  million  short 
tons,  raw  value  limit  on  the  importation  of  sugar  during  the  first  half 
of  1971.  On  Dec.  16  the  Department  approved  importations  of  750,000 
tons  during  the  first  quarter  of  1971.  In  addition  about  35,000  tons  of 
1971  quota  sugar  was  imported  in  1970  for  refining  and  storage  under 
bond.  Set-aside  agreements  for  the  importation  of  the  remainder  of  the 
2.2  million  tons  --  now  estimated  as  1,415,000  tons  --  will  be  ap- 
proved shortly  after  Jan.  15.  It  is  sugar  within  this  quantity  which 
will  be  permitted  to  be  imported  before  April  1,  1971  provided  that 
it  is  placed  under  a  bond  assuring  that  it  will  be  stored  as  refined  or 
raw  sugar  at  North  of  Hatteras  refineries. 

Refineries  in  the  Gulf  and  South  Atlantic  have  ample  supplies  of 
raw  sugar.  Processing  of  sugar  from  the  1970  sugarcane  crop  was  recent- 
ly completed  in  Louisiana  and  is  still  in  progress  in  Florida.  Because 
of  shipping  considerations,  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  sugar  author- 
ized for  importation  during  the  first  quarter  is  also  destined  for 
South  of  Hatteras  ports,  As  a  result,  other  refineries  may  have  some 
difficulty  in  satisfying  their  needs  from  the  quantities  of  the  sugar 
previously  authorized  for  importation.  This  action  will  assure  refin- 
eries North  of  Hatteras  of  adequate  supplies  of  raw  sugar  thru  March. 
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USDA  Announces  approval  of  raw  sugar  imports  during  second  quarter  of 
1971 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on     Jan.    19,    1971  approved 
applications  for  the    importation  from  22  foreign  countries  of  1,411,865 
short  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  1971.. 

The  importation  of  this  quantity  of  sugar  was  authorized  in  Sugar 
Regulation  811  announced  December  4  (USDA  3733-70)  and  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  of  December  12. 

Allocations,  made  pursuant  to  that  regulation,  and  limited  by  ap- 
plications received  thereunder,  were  based  on  average  1968-70  first 
half  importations  (adjusted  for  importations  permitted  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1971)  except  that  a  minimum  allocation  was  established  at 
the  lesser  of  5,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  or  the  quantity  applied  for. 


The  approval  of  importations  for  the  second  quarter  of  1,411,865 
tons  together  with  importations  approved  for  charge  to  quota  during  the 
first  quarter  of  788,135  tons  total  2,200,000  tons  of  1971  quota  sugar 
approved  for  importation  before  July  1.  It  should  be  noted  that  raw 
sugar  approved  in  this  action  for  importation  during  the  second  quarter 
of  1971  may  be  authorized  for  entry  prior  to  April  1,  under  bond  for 
refining  and  storage  at  North  of  Hatteras  refineries  (USDA  132-71). 

Applicants  for  quota  set-asides  are  being  notified  of  the  disposi- 
tion of  their  requests. 

The  quantities  requested  and  approved  for  second  quarter  importa- 

tation  for  individual  countries  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  table 

along  with  the  quantities  approved  for  importation  during  the  first 
quarter  and  first  half  of  1971.
